M.P.’s Who Have Defied the First 
Commoner of England. 

“IT have only been really afraid of 
two men in my life,” a well-known 
British M.P recently declared, “and 
they were Dr. Seana: my headmas- 
ter at Rugby, and . Bpeaker Peel. 
Of the two, the Speaker was much the 
more formidable.” 

Such is the reverence that hedges 
the Chair today. How different it 
was in some past centuries the follow- 
ing extracts from the “Journals of 
the House” te!l us. Thus: ‘The House 
was informed by Mr. er that Sir 
E. Herbert p-t not off his hat to him 
but put out his tongue and pop 
his mouth with his finger in scorn.” 

And again: “The House was inform- 
ed by Mr. Speaker that Mr. T 
in a loud and violent manner, stand- 
ing near the Speaker’s chair, cried 
‘Baw!’ in the Speaker’s ear, to the 
great terror and concernment of the 
Speaker and the members of the 

ouse.”’ 

. third irreverent member, who had 
drunk not wisely bat too well, once 
actually called on “Mr. Speaker for 
a song!” 

It is small wonder that in those 
days the Speaker was thus openly 
flouted and laughted at, for he was 
mostly a weak-kneed creature of the 
court or of a faction—a gilded lackey 
who cringed and bowed the knee. 

Rich grovelled before Henry VIIL., 
and compared him for justice to Solo- 
mon, for strength to Samson, and for 


beauty and comeliness to Absalom. |

ing: ‘‘Sir, it is more pruper for you 
to walk in the streets than the Speak- 
er of the House of Commons.” 

Sir John Tiptoft, another autocrat) 
of the weak-kneed days, once gave his 
sovereign a severe lecture, and told | 
him that he and his house were “no | 
better than they ought to be’’; and 
Sir Fletcher Norton read George III. | 
a homily on his extravagance, which 
cost him his Chair. 

“mong many remarkable Speakers 
of past centuries were Sir John Pop-) 
ham and Sir John Trevor. ;

brought up among gipsies, played the 
role of highwayman—more for fun, be | 
it said, than for profit—and ended his 
days as Lord Chief Justice.

In presenting the Balance Sheet, we call attention to the Company’s strong financial position

The consumption of cement during the past year was not as large as anticipated. Our business 
also suffered on account of the Railways not being able to meet our full requirements for cars during 
the heavy shipping season; consequently, we carry over from last year 781,116 barrels of cement. 

Early in 1910 the price of our product was fixed at a lower price than cement had ever been 
sold for in Canada, excepting for a short period in 1909, but your Directors 
that the anticipated savings in manufacturing and distributing our products were such that they were 
able to still further reduce this price. 

We trust, when you consider the above mentioned conditions, and also the fact that during 1910 
our plants were only operated to 57.6 per cent. of their capacity, the profits shown will be satisfactory 


During the current year we lovk for a larger natural demand, which demand will be stimu-
